The text in the present edition, is given as it has been 
settled by the most approved commentators. It does not 
consist with the limits of the design, that the notes should 
be very numerous ; they have not, however, been wholly ne- 
glected. The notes which are subjoined are such as were 
necessary for the purpose of explaining obsolete words, un- 
usual phrases, old customs, or distsnt allusions. In short, it 
has been the author’s aim to omit nothing which may serve 
to render Shakspeare more intelligible to every capacity, and 
to every class of readers.
